President Ro o sev elt co ntends the 
natio n has “bu ngled” the man­ 
ner and metho d o f releasing 
priso ners. 
“Mo re than o ne half o f the 
perso ns in priso n to day hav e had 
to be lo cked u p a t least o nce be­ 
fo re fo r a v io latio n o f the law,” 
Mr. Ro o sev elt to ld delegates to 
the first natio nal paro le co nfer­ 
ence last night. 
“The tru e pu rpo se o f paro le is 
to pro tect so ciety —all o f u s—by 
su perv ising and 
assisting re­ 
leased priso ners u ntil they hav e 
a chance to get o n their feet and 
sho w that they intend to liv e 
1 a w-abiding, 
s e 1 f-su ppo rting 
liv es. 
“Paro le will nev er su cceed if it 
is merely a go v ernment fu nctio n 
and do es no t hav e the u nder­ 
standing and help o f the idiv id- 
u al citizens in ev ery co mmu nity .” 
The President u rged the dele­ 
gates to make kno wn the m eth­ 
o ds by which the federal go v ern­ 
m ent co u ld co o perate best with 
the states in strengthening ad­ 
ministratio n o f their paro le laws. 
Jo seph J. Canav an, chairman 
o f the New Yo rk State Paro le 
Bo ard, said a pu blic willingness 
to giv e jo bs to fo rmer co nv icts 
was essential if paro le is to be 
effectiv e in redu cing crime. 
“There are o nly two places fo r 
the fo rmer criminal in the co m­

President Ro o sev elt and his pro ­ 
fesso rs.” 
The mu sical instru ment m an­ 
u factu rer, mentio ned fo r Presi­ 
dent, senato r and go v erno r, de­ 
nied po litical ambitio ns led him 
to stage the Co rnfield Co nference 
which o pened the G. O. P. co n­ 
gressio nal campaign last su m­ 
mer.

rejected by the “Italian Natio nal 
Co nscience.” 
No reply had been made to Mr. 
Ro o sev elt, bu t the co mment in 
Mu sso lini’s 
Milan 
newspaper, 
II Po po lo D’ltalia, was said in 
newspaper circles to represent 
II Du ce’s v iews, if no t written 
by Mu sso lini himself, o n the 
President’s pro po sal o f no n-ag­ 
gressio n pledges by Germany 
and Italy , to be fo llo wed by a 
disarmament and eco no mic co n­ 
ference. 
The Fascist Press had char­ 
acterized Mr. Ro o sev elt’s mo v e 
as part o f an attem pted “encir­ 
clement” o f Italy and Germany 
—the Nazi-Fascist descriptio n o f 
the British and French engineer­ 
ed “anti-aggressio n” blo c. 
With cheers, the Italian senate 
y esterday appro v ed an address 
by its president, Giaco mo Su ar- 
do , to be read to King Vitto rio

It 
m eans lo wer liv esto ck prices, particu larly ho g s, 
the displacing o f o ther liv esto ck feed like o ats 
and barley with co rn and a lo wer price o f farm 
lands becau se less land will be requ ired to pro ­ 
du ce su fficient cro ps. 
T hat same thing is happening all alo ng the 
line. Thro u g h impro v ed machinery , better m eth­ 
o ds and increased efficiency this co u ntry has 
mo re pro du ctio n than it needs. We co u ld enter 
a lo w price era with pro fit to all ex cept th a t o u r 
present eco no my is g eared ag ainst it becau se o f 
a pu nishing debt serv ice and pro dig io u sly hig h 
tax es. And w hat the way o u t is, no bo dy kno ws. 


lo o king to ward the establishm ent o f a D epart­ 
m ent o f Edu catio n as a reco g nized div isio n o f the 
President’s cabinet. That, o f co u rse, wo u ld m ean 
increased federalizatio n o f America’s scho o ls.

W hether the cro p g o es u p o r do wn fro m this 
tim e fo rward is any bo dy ’s g u ess. Kansas acre­ 
ag e is no t o nly sharply u nder last y ear bu t aban­ 
do nm ent will be g reater. Fro m 22 to 24 per cent 
o f the seeded acreag e will no t be harv ested 
ag ainst o nly 14.4 per cent abando nm ent last 
y ear. Bu t recent rains hav e pu t the su rv iv ing 
acreag e in g o o d shape fo r hig h y ields.

UPHELD BY COURT 


Washington, Ap ril 17 
(JP)— 
Prov isions of the 1938 agricul­ 
tural adjustm ent act limiting 
the amount of major farm p rod­ 
ucts to b e p laced on the market 
were held constitutional today 
b y the Sup reme Court. 
Justice Rob erts deliv ered the 
decision that sustained the p ro­ 
v isions against an attack b y a 
group of Georgia and Florida 
flue-cured tob acco growers. Jus­ 
tices Butler and McReynolds dis­ 
sented. 
Under the legislation, the sec­ 
retary of agriculture is emp ow­ 
ered to fix national marketing 
quotas for major agricultural 
p roducts and to make an allot­ 
ment to each grower. 
The quotas would b e estab ­ 
lished in order to get rid of any 
excessiv e 
surp lus 
of 
cotton, 
wheat, corn, tob acco and rice. 
This legislation was p assed 


after the original agricultural 
adjustm ent act had b een inv al­ 
idated b y the high trib unal in 
1936, in a six to three decision.
